A Partial History of The List 


In the only piece of Foucault I've ever read (and I swear to you it was under duress) he speaks in a manner reminiscent 
as you prefer of either Karl Marx or renowned polish-american mathmatician Theodor Kascinzski of the inexorable 
progress of the industrial revolution exerting ever finer and more invisible control over humanity. He calls the 
productive behaviors this force can extract from humanity "Biopower." His conceit is that once upon a time a society's 
only levarage on its atomic political unit the citizen was the brute prospect of death. You could do what the sovereign 
body asks of you, or its figurehead reserves the right to separate your figure's head from its sovereign body. From the 
invention of teeth until nearly living memory the only improvements to this system were basically matters of degree and 
not of kind. 

When we speak in the english language of someone who laughs at a grim situation we invoke this system- we call it 
gallows humor. The type of joke a person might make as they face the prospect of the final argument of kings. 
Bittersweet, disassociative, and at bottom horribly true. 

The most characteristic piece of american gallows humor in the post-ARPANET world is the hysterical realization "I'm 
on a list now." The synthesis of the nervous laughter of the man under a foot with the current highest stage of Biopower. 
It only joined the lexicon at obsolescence- today the concept of being or not being on a list is outdated, we are all on a 
list, the only question is the list's estimation of us. Whether we've accumulated sufficient points for the apotheosis of the 
Disposition Matrix (almost certainly a legal abstraction applied retroactively to anyone who winds up painted in the 
near-infrared of a hellfire missile or a SEAL.) 

Until recently though there was a difference between those on a list and those not. It was a single big difference, because 
as it turns out it was a single big list. If you found yourself in the bad graces of the Reagan administration- maybe you 
had attended a campus rally against the war in central america, maybe you had signed a pledge to the effect that "AZT is 
not enough, give us all the other stuff," there's a distinct chance you shared a spot in a file cabinet alphabetically next to 
a wobbly, a known jew, or a narodnik. It was one big list, all the way back to the early 1900s at least, and it was a 
business. The names on it were a commodity- valuable in the moment of their production and traded back and forth on 
an exchange. There was every incentive to boast the biggest list, the most comprehensive index of every conceivable 
threat a businessman or politician might face, be it a factory salt, a suspected homosexual, a marxist, or someone who 
had written in support of the Warsaw ghetto uprising. 

There are a few broad historical scenes at work here- world war one and the immediate post-war years saw the 
formation of civilian deputy groups and their transformation from homeffont war auxiliaries into anti-labor fronts. 
During the depression an alliance of Chicago industrial financiers and german-american groups (newly freed from their 
own surveillance as potential subversives) popularized the european political tactic of eliding the difference between 
"communist" and "jew." The heyday of tent-revivals brought evangelical Christian groups into the field of professional 
anti-communism. Immediately after world war two anti-subversion came into its own commercially, with private 
businesses lead by former government men offering access to dossiers on a subscription basis, and running political 
background checks on employees and clients for a fee. 

The industry saw its own cycle of primitive accumulation and monopolization, and after the 1960s a lightning series of 
mergers left a few well-connected giants. 

This is a partial chart of the history of this exchange of names, presented chronologically. It doesn't include every 
participating arm, in cases where an organization's relationship to the exchange is unclear, or where the transfer of 
names was mediated by public organs like the congressional subversives bodies or police organizations, the group is 
omitted. The trade in human names was so vast that some arbitrary lines were necessary to draw. For this reason certain 
groups are left out. Doubtless their work was inextricable from the others in the field, but to show their involvement 
visually would mean fully including the public half of this partnership. The government of the united states is abstracted 
in this chart- it exists as a single timeless blob. I take for granted that whatever the mechanisms involved, names 
entering the custody of one governmental organelle usually have a way of making it to the others. There are famous 
exceptions, but they are famous for being exceptions. Relationships to the nazi government, which become important, 
are also abstracted. The reich's interactions with the american half of this world are usually mediated through the 
AntiKomlntem, so for simplicity's sake we go the whole way and use it as a synecdoche for the nazi government. 



There are certain other abstractions made, and I hope they won't be percieved as attempts to decieve. For example 
immediate family members are abstracted together- my assumption is that if we take for granted that people working 
together in one organization have access to each other's work, by the same standards we can assume a married couple, 
or a parent and child, are fair to abstract into a single node on the chart. Additionally in cases where a single person 
founds an organization, and then that organization and the person in their private capacity both participate in this 
blacklist exchange, they are treated as a single unit. Finally, wholly controlled subsidiaries are treated as a part of their 
parent organization. In one particular case an important player in this history spawned an ink-cloud of child 
organizations with constantly changing names and corporate reorganizations. We have made no attempt to show this 
wheel of corporate restructurings, as in the end they officially coalesce back into a single organization anyway. 

I've made these sacrifices in the hope of producing a usefully legible chart of this history, and I hope the evidence 
prevented alongside each step will suffice to show my abstractions are not made in error or malice. 

The style these relationships are presented in is a fraught one. Organization charts as an illustrative format lead a double 
life, with respectable day jobs in the corporate and government worlds and a suspicious nightlife among cranks and 
theorists. Fear of being judged a paranoiac monger of some stripe or another leads people to present their information in 
other, less useful formats. This was a concession I was unwilling to make. Instead I have presented a citation with a 
visible excerpt for each step I draw, where possible traced back to primary sources. Clicking the excerpt will open a link 
to its source online. To the best of my ability I have restricted myself to sources which are available for free, though in a 
few cases the reader is left to the mercy of what pages a Google Books preview is willing to display, or how many 
monthly free jstor articles that have remaining. All of the books on archive.org are available with a free account. A few 
images are not intended as citations for any particular point, and do not function as links (mostly because they do not 
come from authoritative sources, and are often just from getty images or similar.) 

As this document exists at this time solely online it suffers from none of the restrictions of physical publication. As such 
there are no footnotes, sources are merely reproduced on the page where relevent. Where a traditional citation might 
read "ibid," sources are occasionally repeated where they become informative a second time. I have made some effort to 
use varied sources where possible to minimize this. 

The fog which clears as the chart grows is intended to remind the reader that this chart is incomplete. It provides only a 
partial view of this historical world, and at every step an interested reader can learn more about a given organization or 
personage just through the first page of a google search. 

In the case of some links, for instance Georgia Power, the object is to show, for example, how this network extends. As 
far as I am aware the Georgia Power Co was not a particularly large player, their inclusion is an example of the further 
links a researcher can expect to find. 

The chart should be thought of as existing in three dimensions- bold black links are horizontal, from one private 
american group to another. Blue links are upwards, to the american government. Red links are down to the german 
government. I have done my best to arrange the chart in such a way that this is easy to imagine.

Most of the available material on the Loyal Americans League actually refers to their apparent decline and revitalization after the war 
as a strike-breaking outfit. For our purposes this will soon be more relevant than their original incarnation. 


•An illuminating account of the information flow between she public and private sectors is 
supplied in Senate testimony by a military intelligence officer dealing with preparation for the Eoig 
steel strike: 

Information comes to us from various sources, all sorts of information, and w? ir* to file, index 
it and give u to ifte proper authorities. Information of that sort came to us from Gary . . . 
away back in March or April ai which time the so-called Reds were planning a nationwide 
strike in order to free political prisoners. 

When we arrived in Gary* we found that the sheriff had sworn in a great many deputies and 
[hat he was running a little intelligence office of his own: and the Loyal Americans’ League, 
composed of citizens w ho were either deputy sheriffs or special policemen—I believe to a man 
—also had a little intelligence service of its own. So did the American Legion They were alt 
of them lined up on this Red proposition and had a mass of information—“Repon of Commit 
lee cm Education and Labor L'S. Senate Investigation of Strike in Steel Industry ** 66th Cong., 
rsl Sess, (1919), p 911 

Police used autos borrowed from the 
Loyal Americans League to follow up 
clues.

“If there is no way of securing a 
conviction against these radicals,” 
the mayor said h “there are other ways 
of making them realize that Cleve¬ 
land is not a healthy place for such 
people.” 


thinking foreign bom would support. To disseminate this message 
in Gary, US Steel used the friendly press and revived the “Loyal 
Americans League*” a nationalistic vigilante group organized dur¬ 
ing the war. The League subtly threatened Gary's citizens of 
“foreign birth” by pointing out that "the same opportunities are 
open to them that are available to the citizens whose ancestors 
arrived on the Mayflower,” but only if the newer immigrants “are 
law abiding.” The League soon claimed the immigrant workers 
were not law abiding, as it allegedly uncovered radical plots in 
the city. Its fullpage advertisements in both of Gary's daily 
newspapers found that “the Bolsheviks, IWW, Red agitator and 
wandering trouble-maker is in Gary.”’ 4 

Although the Gary Evening Post accepted League advertise¬ 
ments, it disassociated itself from the League’s position, and it 
reported the subsequent strike fairly objectively. The Gary Daily 
Tribune , on the other hand, promoted an anti-immigrant* anti- 
radical hysteria. The Tribune, for example, reacted to a labor 
meeting commemo rating the Haymarket A flair by claiming it 
would bo held by communists committed to violent revolution. 
The immigrants had their "Red Sunday,” as the paper called it,

Service. This didn't exactly please the secretary of the treasury, whtl 
headed up the Secret Service, and who worried about how to control 
abuses and zealotry in such a vast volunteer force. Indeed, there was no 
central or official membership list. And there were plenty of instances ol 
Leaguers overlapping efforts or stepping clumsily where they shouldn't. 
Two Leaguers might hide a raping device independently in different parts 
of the same person’s house or even the wrong house. In one case, a New 
York member planted a dictograph in a female suspect’s apartment and an¬ 
other Leaguer’s amorous adventures with the suspect, not knowing she 
was a suspect, were recorded, thus making him a suspect. He later found a 
dictograph in his own apartment, placed by a fellow Leaguer. After all, any¬ 
one associating with a suspect became a suspect, both being potential ene I 
mies of the government 

“SPIES ARE EVERYWHERE," a New York Tribune headline read in thJ 
spring of 1917, referring to Gentian spies. But it could easily also have de¬ 
scribed the corps of American spies organizing to counteract such a threat. 
Indeed, most factories and public utilities nationwide employed one ol 
more APL members to identify workers the government considered trou¬ 
blemakers. Prising as anarchists or socialists at labor meetings. Leaguer J 
sometimes worked as provocateurs to entrap labor activists. At theaters, 
the firs? performance of a production brought in Leaguers like fans seeking 
autographs, but instead they were asking for every male actor’s draft card I 
If there was a problem, they would remove the suspect and escort him to 
rhe local police, despite the scheduled play or concert. 

By the autumn of 1918, there were at least 300,000 APL spies hidden in 
the folds of American society', watching, trailing, and taping their bosses jj 
colleagues, employees, neighbors, even the local butcher or their children'! 
schoolteachers. “It is my plan to enroll the responsible heads of the mosi 
important banks, trust companies, steamship lines and stock exchange 
houses, together with the large insurance companies and real estate coni 
corns," wrote a New York banker in charge of organizing the Manhattan 
branch of the APL, 

Riding a tidal wave of intolerance, Leaguers listened for the telltale 
whispers of a treacherous enemy force that could he conspiring to destroy! 
America. No matter where they were—amusement parks, theaters, sa l 
loons, private parties—they stopped every man of draft age arid demandetr

Companies agree to certain terms (usually the remittance of dues) in exchange for a subscription to 
information produced by both the central organization and the other member firms. 


One of the ways I explore this question is through the story of Los Angeles 5 Better America Federation. The 
BAF sprung from the same fertile solt of xe nop h o b fa a n d exceptional ism as many other WWl-era ,nativist 
organizations. Founded to capture the last energies of the war's voluntarist spirit, the organization became 
extremely influential across the booming 1920 s thanks in part to support from Harry Chandler, the publisher 
of theiosAngefes Times, who both discreetly funded and publicly endorsed the BAF’s membership drives. 


Within several years the BAF had organized major Southern Californian businesses into a federation which 
shared confidential information on political and labor conditions amongst its members* warning for example 
of the preparations fora strike or predicted shortages of industrial goods. In exchange for access to BAF 
information* businesses committed not to hire or negotiate with union tabor, a pledge which if broken 
resulted in the economic ostracism of the offending company. All such efforts were part of a grander vision 
that BAF leaders held for Southern California* which they pursued through a series of pioneering PR 
campaigns to promote the BAF’s views of the virtues and duties of republican government and of the danger 
foreign ideas posed to the nation if Left unchallenged. 


Here’s a pamphlet from a controversial educational campaign the BAF ran in Los Angeles County schools in 
the early 1920s, alongside a gratefu I Letter from one member proud to hear "Americanism soap-boxed” on the 
streets of Los Angeles: 



In the 1960s, after more than four decades of operation, the BAF suspended its work. Renamed in 1953 to the 
banal-sounding American Library of Information, its archival col Lecti on had attracted interest from several 
competing groups of buyers trying to acquire them on behalf of corporate backers. In a series of letters to FBI

THE RED MENACE IN INDUSTRIAL AMERICA 


Revolution continued to prowl the republic, but the quintessential 
examples of patriotism in action were the veterans’ groups, composed of 
men who had fought for their country or at least had served it. Having 
risked their lives for "the last, best hope of earth," many of them cher¬ 
ished an idealized image of the republic in which there was no more 
room for socialism than for other foreign influences. The American 
Legion in particular was becoming a respected institution, and it pro¬ 
moted a version of patriotism that differed little from that of conserva¬ 
tive businessmen. At its 1921 annual convention it defineda "radical" as 
anyone who attempted "to change our form of government through 
revolution"; it opposed the distribution of left-wing literature and urged 
its members to keep a "watchful eye" on radical propagandists. Veter¬ 
ans, it seemed, were appointing themselves the guardians of civic virtue, 
an increasingly institutionalized form of vigilance that was pan of the 
growing bureaucratization of modem life.

Charles Stewart Davison and ADS trustee Madison Grant publish The Alien in Our Midst, or "Selling Our Birthright for a Mess of Pottage": The Written Views of a Number of Americans (Present and Former) on Immigration 
and Its Results (not an ADS publication). 


Around the time Matthews was making his mark in left-wing circles the American Defense Society began to focus more explicitly on communism.

Dilling’s entry into the public arena began shortly after her fateful trip to 
Russia in 1931 when she struck up a friendship with Iris McCord, a radio 
teacher at the Moody Bible Institute of Chicago. McCord, in sympathy 
with Dillirig’s views, invited her to address local church groups about the 
communist threat. Dilling also received encouragement from “an old line 
expert,” probably Harry Jung of the American Vigilant Association. As word 
spread about Dilling’s talents as an anticommunist speaker, she began giving 
lectures and showing her home movies across the country-, from national 
organizations such as the Daughters of the American Revolution (DAR) and 
the American Legion to local civic and women’s clubs. She received a little 
compensation for her efforts, usually travel expenses and a small percentage of 
the nightly income. Despite the minimal financial rewards, Dilling felt inspired 
enough by her success on the lecture circuit to write an expose of radicals in 
the U.S, 16

With me founding of the Reich Ministry of Popular Enlightenment and Propaganda 
on March 13,1933, Taubert took over as head of the ''Department of General 
Domestic Policy, " in which he was responsible for "opposing world views," "church 
affairs" and "Bolshevism at home and abroad,"! According to his own statements, in 
the same year he founded the "General Association of German Anti-Communist 
Associations" ( Gescimtverband Deutscher antikommunistischer Vereinigungeri) 
also known as Anti-Komintern, which was financed by the Propaganda Ministry. 
From August 1934 onward, Taubert took over the management of the Anti- 
Komintern publishing house ("Nibehingen-Yerlag GmbH"), and was also appointed 
head of the Anti-Komintern department in the Propaganda Ministry, which had 
been established in October 1933, From 1939 onward, Taubert w T as also responsible 
for the "Institute for the Study of the Jewish Question,"^ which was later renamed 
"Anti-Semitic Action. "3

1. American Patri ot s, Inc. 

The American Patriots, Inc., was organised In 193$ with 
headquarters in Connecticut. This organization has claimed to have for its 
overfall purpose the organizing of native-born Americans into one group to 
look out for their mutual interests in opposing the strong, aggressive 
minority groups of foreign nationalities. According to its Literature, the 
main objectives have been: (1) to form an organized majority of native 
Americans as an opposition to organized minorities inimical to the general 
welfarej (2) to combat Communism, (3) to bring about deportation of 
foreigners engaged in subversive activities or who are a burden to the 
Government, £4) to place native-born Americans in jobs held by foreigners, 
and (5) to unite native-born Americans to defend their homes, property, et 
cetera, from destruction and sabotage by rioters or Reds, alien or native. 

To advance its aims, the group put out a monthly publication 
called American Patriot, which contained propaganda against minority groups.

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Historical/Biographical Note 


The research files of this collection were obtained by the right-wing Church League of America from several prominent anti-communist organizations and individuals: American Business Consultants, Inc. (publishers of Counterattack), 
Karl Baarslag, and the Wackenhut Corporation. All of these organizations and individuals had connections to the intelligence agencies of the United States government, kept detailed research files on individuals and organizations as 
part of their organizational or professional activities, and were a part of a right-wing research and information network that monitored Communists and other perceived threats to their interpretation of the American way of life, 

The Church League of America was founded in Chicago in 1937 to oppose left-wing and Social Gospel influences in Christian thought and organizations. Its first director was Frank J. Loesch, head of the Chicago Crime Commission. The 
nonprofit organization became an influential anti-communist research and advocacy group in th^ySos^Inae^n^airecuor^Mormer United States Air Force 'intelligence Officer Major Edgar C; Bundy. In 1961,' the Churcn League 

moved its headquarters to Wheaton, Illinois, where it continued its research operations, and created an extensive library of materials on subversive activity. Selling reports and access to its information was a major source of revenue 
for the Church League, and they also sometimes provided it without charge to like-minded researchers, including members of government and law enforcement agencies, The Church League's research files also helped it generate 
materials to spread its anti-communist message through public speaking, books, pamphlets, films, and its newsletter, News end Views. The Church League of America dissolved in 1984.

The Red Network, priced at fifty cents wholesale and $1.15 retail, sold 2,000 copies within ten days. By 1941 it had 


eight printings, and 16,000 copies had been sold in addition to the thousands given away.63 Oil ling advertised the book, placed it in 
Chicago bookstores, and sold It by mail, with Albert handling the packi ng .^ I so helping with sales and distribution were the KKK, the 
Knights of the White Camellia, the German-American Bund, and the Aryan Bookstore. Winrod offered free copies of The Red ]$£&&?$ 
to ne\^uhscrthcj£ to hi s journal. The Revealer, Boy j^eliar^ national field marshal of the Silver Shirts, recommended the book. George 
Robnett, executive secretary of the Church league of America, used it extensively. Riley, president of the Northwestern Bible Training 
School and pastor of the First Baptist Church of Minneapolis, said he had distributed hundreds of copies. Officials of the DAR and the 
American Legion endorsed the book. The Federal Bureau of investigation (FBI), the New York and Chicago police departments, and the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency purchased copies.^ 

The Erie Chemical Company, which manufactured tear gas, bought and distributed more than fifteen hundred copies on the pretense 
that its tear gas could he used to control crowds of communists and labor agitators. The company sent copies to all of its salesmen, to the 

Company, a potential customer. A munitions company in lx»s Angeles distributed 150 copies, hoping it could sell ammunition for use 
against communists. Other detective agencies and industrialists distributed the book, the former hoping to provide services against 
coriimunvst agitators,the latter seeking to discredit labor unions. In addition to earning money from such sales, Dilling became a more 
popular lecturer and increased her speaking fees. Anti-Semites praised her. One magazine in Germany described her as the “ re male 
luhrer 7 of the United Slates,™ 
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me that his Church League had 200,000 names on its mailing 
list and that his Layman’s Council was composed of "many 
notable business and professional men/’ Although he seemed 
intelligent, he was victimized by the Nazi lie that Judaism was 
synonymous with Communism. 

He told me of informants throughout the country who kept 
him posted on the "Communist plot to Sovietize America’ * 1 and 
specifically mentioned a Mr. Mulligan in New York. Upon 
showing me pamphlets which Mulligan had procured from 
the Reverend L. Al. Birkhead’s Friends of Democracy, Rob- 
nett urged me to "get its Jewish connections, if Birkhead’s got 
any” as soon as £ returned home and offered to pay incidental 
expenses from a fund he maintained for such purposes, 

I listened without surprise as Kobnctt told me of his friends: 
Snow, Kamp, Hart, W alter S. Steele, Colonel Sanctuary. He 
described Representative Stephen A. Day—whose book had 
been published by Viereck’s Flanders Hall—as a "fine fellow” 
and said "I hope to do all I can for his re-ciccrion,” Phillips 
quoted widely from Rob nett’s News and Views, while Hud¬ 
son urged his fascist readers to obtain from it their d ata on 
"significant trends.” Among Robnctt’s closest friends were 
Harry A. Jung and Airs. Dilling. 

“Why don't you go up and sec Mrs, Dilling now?” he 
asked, as he reached for the phone, ‘Til call and cell her you’re 
coming.” 

I had no intention of seeing Mrs. Dilling at this time, how-

ever. 1 left Robnctt’s office after he prompted me again to spy 
on the Reverend Birkhead. In the quiet of my hotel room, I 
read issues of News mid Views he had given me. 

Dreadfully upset at the "menace of organized radicalism,” 
about the "Red cells in our schools,” Robnctt even called 
down the monthly American Magazine for publishing an ar¬ 
ticle which "paints a gilded picture of Stalin,” But while Rob¬ 
nctt was denouncing "the Red Menace in America,” he made 
no comment against American Nazis. In fact, Rob nett’s News 
and Views seemed to be merely another outpost of reaction¬ 
ary "big business” interests, mixed with a brand of hysterical 
Red-baidng and flag-waving paralleling those of Mrs, Dilling. 
Robnett was backed by important industrialists. General 
Robert E, Wood once sent him a personal check, followed by 
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another substantial check by R. Douglas Stuart. Jr., youthfi 1 
founder and a director of the America First Com mince,! ac¬ 
cording to reports which were then in circulation. 

After I returned to New York Robnctt sent me Mulligan’s 
address with the suggestion that I plan my investigations with 
him. Robnctt cautiously excluded Mulligan’s name from the 
letter, with the comment: "I mentioned to yon the name of an 
educator who sends me material from rime to time. His name 
and address are on the slip of paper attached.” He then out¬ 
lined his requirements for spying on the Reverend Birkhead: 

With whom does this fellow associate particularly? By that 1 
mean whether or not he makes a habit of collaborating with 
Leftist groups of the extremist type—Communists, etc. How 
large an organization docs he have? Where docs he live? Any¬ 
thing at all that has a bearing on identifying his role. . . . 

I showed the letter to the Reverend Birkhead and he sug¬ 
gested that I "play along with him.” He gave me several mime¬ 
ographed releases and a crumpled letterhead of the Friends of 
Democracy. I also sent Robnett Birkhead’s home address. To 
cover up my work 1 invented a "girl friend” who had "wormed 
her way into the Friends of Democracy,” In return, 1 asked 
Robnett to arrange a meeting for me with Rumcly. There 
were a great many things i wanted to ask Rumcly. Robnctt 
wrote back: 

I hope that you and Dr. Mulligan are able, through coopera¬ 
tion, to develop some of die information lie seeks. E would sug¬ 
gest that you drop in to see Mr. F„ A. Rumcly of the Committee 
for Constitutional Government. I will drop him a note telling 
him that you have indicated a desire to talk over some things.. . . 

I hope vour girl will be able to di^ up more stuff out of the waste 

basket. That is always a mighty good place to get material. 

When I met Dr. Arthur G. Mulligan (a teacher of speech 
correction with the New York League for Speech Improve¬ 
ment) mysteriously in a corner of the Hotel McAlpin lobby, 
he urged me to visit a man who had a personal grudge against 
Birkhead and who might "talk for us,” 

I had no stomach for such intrigues against a reputable 
minister of the trasoel w ho had undcrtaltinthc thankless iolft

with Senator Burton K, Wheeler and others, 33 By the end 
of the first week in August approximately a dozen persons 
had agreed to serve on the sponsoring committee of the 
proposed organization, 24 

The smooth progress of the plans for the organization 
was given a severe jolt in August, On August 23, 1940, 
General Wood informed his colleagues in the venture that 
he had decided not to serve as chairman for the committee. 
He agreed, however, to be a member of the sponsoring 
committee, 25 He feared that his leadership of the organiza¬ 
tion might result in serious loss of business for Sears Roe¬ 
buck and Company, Furthermore, he was not sufficiently 
satisfied with the response to the invitations to serve on 
the sponsoring committee. 26 

Despite this temporary loss of their chairman, Stuart, 
Hanford MacNider, Jay C. Hormel, Philip La Follette, 
and others proceeded with the plans for the organization, 21 
At a meeting of the national committee on August 29, 
1940, it was decided to shorten the name of the organiza¬ 
tion from the “Emergency Committee to Defend America 
First” to the "America First Committee,” 23 

The first public announcement of the formation of the 
America First Committee was made on the evening of 
September 4, 1940, This first announcement listed Stuart 
as national director but did not name any chairman. The 
following persons were listed as members of the national 
committee of America First: General Wood; William H. 
Regnery; General Thomas S. Hammond, president of the 
Whiting Corporation; Jay C, Hormel, president of Hormel

On Wednesday, September 4, the first publicity release of the committee was 
prepared and sent to newspapers and the news services. It announced the for¬ 
mation of the committee, its principles, objectives, names of National Com¬ 
mittee members, and supplied General Johnson's inaugural speech. Jay C. Hor¬ 
mel had campaigned vigorously for a shorter name; it was now announced to 
the public as the "America First Committee." 

The National Committee as announced was General Robert T. Wood, Briga¬ 
dier General Thomas S. Hammond, Avery Bmndage, Edward L. Ryerson, Wil¬ 
liam H. Regnery, Sterling Morton, Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth, John T. 


Cooperation with the America First Committee would have seemed natu¬ 
ral for Dill mg. although she was wary at first. She said wealthy Jews belonged 
to the organization and the leaders were of questionable character. For ex¬ 
ample. Wood was a trustee of the Rosenwald Fund, a Black communist group 
to which Eleanor Roosevelt belonged. Dilling also pointed out that many of 
the professors who belonged to the committee were members of the ACLU. 
These qualms aside, she beg^n to identify with the committee because its 
aims paralleled hers, and she was gratified to learn that Jewish newspapers 
attacked the organization . 21 

The above is, needless to say, not an accurate 
description of the Rosenwald Fund. Dilling is 
providing us an excellent example of the way 
the word "communist" works in milieus such 
as hers. In reality the Rosenwald Fund was a 
charitable arm of Sears Roebuck (of which 
Wood was an executive) which funded 
schools and clinics in the black belt. One of its 
projects would later become the Tuskegee 
Experiment, though to the credit of the fund 
that was after their syphillis program was 
handed over to the government. 
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In 1941 Karl 
Baarslag was a 
Lt. Cdr. in the 
Office of Naval 
Intelligence's 
anti-subversive 
branch. 

In addition to 
his 

contributions 
to political 
repression, he 
is survived by a 
book about 
disasters at sea 
and the heroic 
actions of radio 
operators. By 
all accounts the 
book is quite 
good.

The Pond. Rewrote in a declassified document put in the National Archives, had a mission N to collect 
important secret intelligence via many international companies, societies, religious organizations and 
business and professional men who were billing to cooperate with the U. 5 . but who would not work with the 
OSS because it was necessarily integrated with British and French Intelligence and infiltrated by Communists 
and Russians ."

The War Department had tapped Grombach to create the secret intelligence branch in 1942 as a foundation 
for a permanent spy service.

Turned down at first because of his inability to recognize the color 
red, an anecdote he repeated with delight through the years, he 
became a commander of counterintelligence and psychological 
warfare. At one point, his son said, he was in charge of writing the 
threats, printed in Japanese on what looked like money, that were 
dropped by the planeload on Japanese cities. 

He also interrogated prisoners, and began believing that 
Communism was a greater threat to world security than most 
leaders realized -- an opinion that would influence the rest of his 
life. 


It's not clear whether Morris' service ended in 1945, or whether he 
was conducting these interrogations under the military occupation 
government. If the latter, his political awakening makes more sense. 
Though less well known, the occupation government of Japan was 
similar to the occupation in Germany. The primary concern was 
cobbling together an anti-communist force to leave behind, and to 
that end the american military govenment often found itself cutting 
deals with the very figures most important in Japan's turn to fascism. 


Around the same time Morris was in Japan JB Matthews, the former communist turned anti-communist crusader, 
compiled one of the largest single caches of names the trade would see- the famous Appendix IX 


The expose in its modern form is ihe legacy of Joseph B. Matthews. Mat¬ 
thews blazed the exposure trail by his ingenuity in weaving seemingly discon¬ 
nected and innocent political activities into a "case" of subversion,’ A former 
radical and clergyman, Matthews made his debut as a witness before the Dies 
Committee in August 1938. El was in (he course of this testimony that he charged 
that "Shirley Temple . . unwittingly served ihe purposes of the Communist 
Pany "t ,e 

Shortly after his appearance, Matthews became (he committee's chief inves- 
ligaior and served until 1945, In this role he was primarily responsible for the 
famous Appendix IX, a 2000-page, 7-volumc collection of material prepared in 
the closing days of 1944 by a subcommittee of the Dies Commit tee for the 
claimed purpose of preserving the committee's files against their anticipated 
destruction with the expiraiion of its mandate the next year. With its prodigious 
listings of subversive organizations and individuals, Appendix IX laid the foun¬ 
dation—in both its political assumptions (the equating of dissent and subver¬ 
sion) and its methodology (guilt by association)-—for the "documemcd expose." 
Its descriptions of hundreds of organizations and index of some 22,000 names, 
together wilh exhibits drawn from the committee's files, made Appendix IX a 
prime intelligence resource, the vade mecum of political sleuths, anti-subversive 
experts, and blacklisted. Originally published in an edition of 7000 copies, the 
hastily compiled set proved to be too rich for the committee's blood and it was 
suppressed, But some copies had already been sold and cithers distributed to 
government agencies. In a short time, the Appendix became ihe most important 
single asset of the dossier trade, a "documentary" treasure. 

It was reissued in 1963 by California Contemporary Classics of Los Angeles 
and is widely advertised in the right-wing press. When Matthews (known as 
“J.B.“ in right-wing circles) left the Dies Committee in 1945, he enriched and 
refined the art by building, on the foundation of Appendix IX, a unique collec¬ 
tion of files that he used as a basis for lectures and as a reference source for the 
dossier trade. He became the Pope of ami-subversion.

The RSHA was established by Himmler in September 1939 through the consolidation of the Sicherheitshauptarnt (SHA) and the Sicherheitsdienst-Hauptamt (SD-HA), the 
culmination of a process of integrating State and Nazi Party police and domestic intelligence functions at the national level. Its records documented activities of the 
Gestapo and security police within Germany and occupied territories, the SD-Ausland foreign intelligence section, and the former Abwehr (German Armed Forces High 
Command. IntelEigence/Counterintelligence Department}, whose functions were eventually assumed by the RSHA. All of these materials were seized by U.S. military forces 
attheehfl pfVi(dffeiW a rll- 

The Department of the Army collectively designated the records of all SS organizations as Record Group 1010, Himmler Collection, and thereunder arranged the records by 
organization according to an improvised filing scheme devised but never implemented by German archival authorities known as the Einheits Akten Plan (EAP, translated as 
'Unified Filing Scheme'}. Under this scheme, records of the RSHA were designated as EAP 173- b, with records of its subordinate offices and sections also designated by 
subordinate numbers: Thus, the record item designation EAP 173 - b -16 - 05 identifies records of RSHA, Amt !V (Gestapo), Section Opposition and Sabotage. In some cases, 
where identification of record provenance is unclear, the EAP record item designations are more provisional in nature. 

These EAP designations were retained by MARA as the record item numbers for these files when the captured German records were collectively accessioned as Record 
Group242, the National Archives Collection of Foreign Records Seized, for later microfilming and restitution to the Bundesarchiv. Except for the records described here, the 
records of the RSHA and other Himmler staff organizations were microfilmed in 1960-61 as National Archives Microfilm Publication T175, Records of the Reich Leader of the 
SS and Chief of the German Police. Descriptions of microfilmed RSFIA records are provided in Guide Nos. 39 and 81 of the Guides to German Records Microfilmed at 
Alexandria, Va. (99 vols.; Washington, DC: National Archives and Records Service/National Archives and Records Administration. 1956 -}. The original records restituted to 
the Bundesarchiv now comprise BestandR 56, Reichssicherheithauptamt, and are described in Firtdbucherzu Bestanden desBundesarchivs, Band22 (Koblenz: 
Bundesarchiv, 1982).

The 11 consecutive folders in this box (EAP 173 - b - 16 - 05/75 through - 05/85} consist of photostatic reproductions of card files regarding known or suspected Allied 
agents, 1939-44 (the series continues in Box No. 8). Apparently retained by the RSHA, some accompanying US documentation indicates thatth^ originals were recovered 
from the Gestapo headquarters building in Copenhagen. The identified agents include German nationals and citizens of occupied Denmark and Norway and neutral 
Sweden)! and summarize information on these individuals' business and espionage activities, general biographical data, contacts with Allied intelligence, membership in 

the Communist Party or international organizations, and where applicable their arrest by German authorities. Some photographs are also included. Much of the 
information is identified as originating with offices of the German Abwehr, and often include references to specific documents which were subsequently destroyed 
("Vorgange im Februar/Marz 1944 vernichtet"). The reproductions (each measuring ca. 8” x 7 lA”) were apparently made by Allied authorities, usually photocopying the 
front and reverse sides of cards together, although this is not always clear; so me reproductions feature only one card. Some reproductions are annotated in English, usually 
partial translations of comments. There is unfortunately no arrangement to the names of the individuals documented in the collection, and there is no indication of the 
fate of the original cards. The collection appears related to similar card files reproduced on National Archives Microfilm Publication T84, Miscellaneous German Records, 
rolls 488-89.

MYERS G. LOWMAN OF THE 

CIRCUIT RIDERS 



HE new Radical Rightists set great store by "fully 


J_ documented” lists of suspect persons; and the most pro¬ 
lific list-maker of them all is Myers G. Lowman, of the Circuit 
Riders, Cincinnati, Ohio. He turns out, one after another, 
"compilations” of names, with "items of public record” at¬ 
tached to each name. He offers no key to a rational interpre¬ 
tation of these lists, claiming that the record "speaks for 
itself”; and the individuals who are listed are simply regarded 
thereafter as fair game by unofficial Communist-hunters. 

Thus, Welch, for example; in The Politician, credits Low- 
man with having alerted him to the Communists' use of the 
Protestant ministry "as one of the most important channels 
of their propaganda.” 
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In the 19605, after more than four decades of operation the BAF suspended its work. Renamed in 1953 to the 
banal-sounding American Library of Information, Its archival collection had attracted interest from several 
competing groups of buyers trying to acquire them on behalf of corporate backers. In a series of letters to FBI 
director J. Edgjar Hoover, one group sought the director’s endorsement for their efforts to acquire the files of 
both the BAF and another defunct organization called the American Vigilant Intelligence Federation, a sort of 
mid-Western equivalent whose Chicago archive had been put up for sale after the death of its founder, Harry 
Jung. 


It's important to keep track of this just so later references 
will make sense. 




The group now headed by Lawman, ihe Circuit Riders, 
was formed in 195| by thirty-three Methodist laymen—to 


oppose “socialism and cominuniini" in the Methodist Church, 
Most of the original members appear not to have Iven ex¬ 
tremists, but simply persons who were troubled about the 
extent to which Communist influence was operative in the 
Methodist Federation for Social Action, and about the fact 
that the general public took this unofficial body to be an 
official part of the Methodist program. They wanted the 
Church !o stop the Federation's use of Methodist buildings 
and its exploitation of the Methodist name. By focusing on 
this issue, the Circuit Riders enjoyed a rapid growth in mem¬ 
bership during the first year. 

At the 1952 Methodist Convention, however, mast of the 
group's demands with respect to the Federation were met; 
and its membership, in consequence, rapidly declined. But 
the organization did not disband; and Mycis Lowman, one 
of the original founders, converted what was left of it into 
something far more extremist than it was- at first designed 
to be, Today, with just enough structure to qualify for t ax- 
exemption. It appears to exist chiefly as an instrument <jf 
bowman's purposes.

Lawman's Erst list was “A Compilation of Public Records 
of 2109 Methodist Ministers." The first volume of this ap¬ 

peared in 1950; the second, not until 196L Each volume is 
made up of multigraphed sheets stapled together. The white 
paper cover is dominated, in each instance, by the figure 
2109 in huge black-faced type. 

This practice of making the number loom large is standard 
for all the Lowman lists we have seen; and it can be taken, 
we think, as a clue to the type of impressiveness be aspires to 
for his compilations. Their w r cigbt is to be guaranteed by 
their length. The extent of Communist infiltration of the 
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printed page informs die reader of a fact which wo have 
determined by laborious checking: namely, that less than 
one-sixth of the 350 are cited as subversive on the Attorney 
General 5 list? Does it add tile further fact that many of them 
arc not mentioned in the Guide to Subuersfue Organizations 
and Publications of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities? 

In Volume II, wc find, that the only item under one man's 
name is “World Peace Appeal"; and that the only item under 
another man's name is "‘National Committee to Combat Anti- 
Semitism.** Does this record which "speaks for HsetP explain 
to the reader that the World Peace Appeal was one of the 
numerous channels through which the Communists con¬ 
ducted their drive for signatures on the Stockholm Peace 
Petition? And having spoken to this effect, does it go on and 
say that the National Committee to Combat Anti-Semitism 
is not mentioned at all on the Attorney General's list or in the 
House Committee’s Guide?

Scope and Contents note 

This series contains research files and records of the Wackenhut Corporation which came into the custody of the Church League of America. They are a mixture of research files, correspondence, and administrative files for 
Wackenhut r s library. Wackenhut's fastidious documentation of the activities of individuals and organizations make these files a strong source for information on players in Communist and left-wing politics in the 1950s- 1970s. 

The research files are a mixture of clippings, essays, pamphlets, and other materials organized and frequently marked up by Wackenhut, Many of the research files were originally collected by former Joseph McCarthy aide 
Karl Baarslag and sold or gifted to Wackenhut, While the corporation's primary concern was monitoring the activities of Communist and left-leaning individuals and organizations, they collected materials from anyone engaged 
in the civic dialogue, including right-wing fringe groups, Taken as a whole, the files give insight into the range of activities that these right-wing anti-communists viewed as potential threats to stability in American society, 
The first 27 folders of the series, Subversive Activities, contain materials similar to the rest of the series, with a higher content of correspondence (much of it with Federal intelligence agencies), and research files on 
Vietnam War protests, espionage, and anti-communist efforts in Florida. These folders, and the series more broadly, point to the real and perceived connections between Communism, the anti-war movement, and the broader 
left counterculture of the 1960s, and document the right's evolving definition of "subversion." 

Interspersed with the research files are administrative files for the Wackenhut Corporation's library. Many of these files are correspondence with publications, mostly dating from 1966-1967. Most of the subscriptions were 
obtained using the aliases Carol Ascher and William Jones. Like the research files, the publications reflect the full spectrum of political viewpoints of the period and document the range of actors attempting to shape American 
society during this turbulent period. The publications themselves generally are not included in the files. 


Historicaf/Biographjcai Note 

The Wackenhut Corporation was founded in 1954 by three former FBI men, including George R. Wackenhut. By the 1960s, the Coral Gables, Florida-based corporation was the third largest detective agency in the country. 
WacKennu^^ceive^nmemu^ovemrTien^onc^cts^o^^tat^n^^ae^I^n^counte^n^ftomi^Energy Commission and the National Aeronautics and Space Administration as two of its largest customers. By the 1930s 
muchof their business was in administering prison security. 

The Wackenhut Corporation actively collected information on individuals, both to run background checks for their clients and as an outgrowth of George Wackenhut's anti-communist views, By 1971 the company had files on 
2.5 million individuals. In response to the passage of the Fair Credit Reporting Act^he company reduced the number to between 225,000 and 250,000 files. In 1975 they gave many of their files to the Church League o'f 

; not bound by the disclosure requirements of the law, As a part of its anti-communist security activities, Wackenhut also published a monthly newsletter called The Wackenhut Security Review.

Bundy and the rest of the "Tribune Wing" overturned the moderates in Illinois in 1954, 
and went to the national convention in 1955 determined to put the entire Legion on 
record against UNESCO and the United Nations. Although retiring department 
commander Breakstone, by long-standing Legion custom, should have been chairman 
of the powerful Illinois delegation to Miami, the new state hierarchy broke tradition 
and named an anti-United Nations man.

This reference is unclear- it may be recalling a specific collection of files which became scarce, but there was 
certainly no shortage of such files. 























In transferring lhe collection to S 1 SS, the Army understandably concluded: 
"There may be some embarrassment to the Army because of the information 
contained on labor and civil rights movements. The question of the Army's 
relationship to Van Deman could also be embarrassing/' There was another 
source of embarrassment. Only a portion of Van Deman's archives had been 
transferred to the Army in 1952. There remained in San Diego a forest of hies 
and documents in the custody of the "San Diego Research Library/* organized 
by ihree former Van Deman associates, two National Guard officers, and a local 
businessman. The library, supported in pan by the slate of California as a 
National Guard project and in part by a group of employers, and housed in the 
San Diego National Guard Armory, was used 10 screen individuals for public 
employment as well as private industry.

Ralph Van Deman died in 1952, and over the next few 
years his files were divided up among government 
and semi-government bodies who continued his 
work. 

The San Diego Research Library would later be the 
subject of several political scandals, in one case 
necessitating the lame defense that its director 
maintained it in his private capacity as a citizen, and 
not as part of his duties as commander of 
counterintelligence for the national guard reserve.

A brochure issued in 1957 points out the ASC sponsored (but 
did not finance) the organization of Fidelifax, Incorporated, which is 
a nationwide personnel investigative and fact-finding organization with 
32 offices in"major cities throughout the country, which office in 
each instance is headed by a former Special Agent of the FBI. The 
identity of each former Special Agent heading the above office is not 
known. The Bureau has received from time to time comments of a deroga¬ 
tory nature concerning fee actions of these former Agents in capitalizing 
on their former associations with the Bureau. 


To increase the ASC's research services income, Fisher got Board approval to organize a separate 
nationwide research company to include access to the ASC library as part of its services. 

This was a for-profit corporation called FIDELIFAX. Its offices were located across the hall from ASC.

The author of that memo is somewhat 
confused about the relationship between 
MARL/ASC and Fidelifax, but it serves to 
show how close they really were that Fidelifax 
was mistaken for a successor organization. 


These files refer to the American Security Council- this is 
the same organization as the Mid-American Research 
Library. The change of name and the incorporation of 
Fidelifax happened simultaneously. The relationship 
between the two groups was closer than it was made to 
sound- Fidelifax got its funding from the sale of a minority 
stake in the company, but the presidency and controlling 
share were held by the MARL/ASC. It was a separate 
organization in only the thinnest of ways.

In 1956 the American Defense Society of the world war one years seems to 
cease operation. What became of their files is an open question an 
interested reader might crack with relative ease, though it proved beyond 
me in the course of writing this general overview. It is highly unlikely they 
simply disappeared, as they were a valuable corporate asset even if one 
assumes the roles had gone unmaintained for 30 years. Private groups 
especially were concerned with the size of their indexes far and above 
considerations of quality. 



For example, this same year Myers Lowman published his first compilation of names. The cover page was a 
large, bold type "2109-" its length being its main selling point. 

For a sense of the scales involved, bear in mind these two-thousand were all methodist ministers. 

The interest in size imputed to Lowman here is not unique, it is typical of the industry. 

For the job he does, and the audience to which he ad¬ 
dresses himself, Lowman is doubly qualified as an expert* He 
hasundeviatingly ‘correct''attitudes on all subjects that com¬ 
prise the Radical Rightist line. And with reference to one 
aspect of the problem of Communism, he has developed a 
gimmick or formula that lends weight to his words: namely, 
the compilation of names and "items of public record," 

This Lowman type of document can best be described as 
a scissors-and-paste job. It defies all efforts at exact interpret 
tat ion. But this, too, is an advantage of sorts. By using it to 
create an impression that is never translated into any exact 
charge, the Right extremists can derogate the listed indi¬ 
viduals and yet not make any overt statement for which they

This practice of making the number loom large is standard 
for all the Lowman lists we have seen; and it can be taken, 
we think, as a clue to the type of impressiveness he aspires to 
for his compilations.

Indeed, intelligence units have themselves organised a private intel¬ 
ligence network, the Law Enforcement Intelligence Unit {LEIU), Formed in 
1956 and headquartered in California, the LEIU was conceived primarily as a 
enuntersubversive national structure, a vehicle for the exchange of dossier-type 
information about radicals and radicalism. The formation of the group reflected 

THE POLITICAL DATA ON THE LEIU FACE CA RDS 

The face cards obtained in the Chicago suits are the most re¬ 
vealing of the documents. 36 According to Gutman, who examined 
about 300 to 400 LEltj cards in the possession of the Chicago 
Police Department Subversive Squad, about 10% could be classi¬ 
fied as political. (There is no assurance, however, that the Chicago 
cards are a representative sampling.) 

Among the political subjects is a former professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington. Michael Phillip Lerner is characterized as a 
“Marxist scholarpolitical activist, leader within the Seattle Libera* 
tlon Front* present at many demonstrations in Seattle."

Lubinski's card revealed that he had no rec¬ 
ord of arrests. Other cards concern subjects Imari Obadele (“Presi¬ 
dent of the Republic of New Africa”), well-known civil rights advo- 
vocate Ann Braden (“long-time Communist Party member"), 

American Indian Movement leaders Clyde and Vernon Beilecourt 
and others. 


By hook or by crook private security groups gained 
access to LEIU. The security division of Georgia 
Power made use of the files, as well as Kerr-McGee, 
employer of Karen Silkwood. A Kerr-McGee security 
man questioned (while drunk) about the legality of 
tapping Silkwood's phone assured the PI drinking 
him under the table that it was all okay, as the 
information gleaned was provided to the LEIU. 


It was around this time Ralph Van Deman's remaining files in San Diego were used in a local election campaign. One 
wonders what the relationship was between the republican candidate and the national guard counterintelligence unit 
maintaining the San Diego Research Library.

When Robert Welch founded the John Birch Society in 1958* he warned that 
it would not be easy to ferret out ihe cunning subversives- "One of the hardest 
things for the decent American to realize is that a secret Communist looks and 

acts like anybody else. One needs not only experience," Ihe founder explained, 
but a "feel for the way a Communist works/' Welch was certain of his own 
"feel" because his conclusions consistently echoed Matthews's. "And of course 
I also have the benefit of J.B.'s hies, almost incredible memory and judgment 
hutll out of long experience." 

The nation was offered a sample nf Matthews's modus ope ranch in an article 
he wrote for the American Mercury magazine in 1953 on "The Reds and Our 
Churches/' which asserted (hat 7000 Protestant churches had served what he 
called the "Kremlin conspiracy " The article charged that "The largest single 
group supporting the Communist apparatus in the United Stales is composed 
of Protestant clergymen/' Protests from clergymen, in which President Eisen¬ 
hower joined, forced Matthews's resignation as executive director of Senator 
McCarthy's investigative subcommittee after only eighteen days nf service. 
Matthews died in July 1966; his wife carried on his work as co-editor of Ihe 
right-wing newsletter Combat, published by William F Buckley’s t\aiioital 
Review. 


helped to forge (and often funded) a multi-faceted, far-right counter-subversive series of 
networks. These alliances impacted American culture in numerous ways, by distributing 
media blacklists, or engaging in academic purges. Kohlberg helped to guide Robert 
Welch, and wound up as a founding director of the John Birch Society.

DePugh became an early follower of Robert Welch, but was 
drummed out of the Birch Society when he organized the 
Minutemen. 

Legend has it that the Minutemen came into being quite 
spontaneously on a small Missouri lake in June of 1960, It 
was the height of the U 2 crisis, and ten duck hunters, 
DePugh among them, were speculating on the outcome. 


It's likely DePugh's ouster was for the sake of appearances. 
As we'll see relations were cozy between him and Welch 
personally, and between the Birch Society and the 
Minutemen. 


In 1958 the American Security Council, nee Mid-American Research Library and parent organization to Fidelifax, 
spun off another ostensibly separate group (which would ALSO go through several name changes and mergers.)

II. American Security Council Foundation 

The American Security Council Foundation (A5CF) was incorporated in Chicago, Illinois as the Institute 
for American Strategy on February 24,19S8 and become tax-exempt as an educational institution under 
Section 501 (C) (B> of the Internal Revenue Code. 

It changed its name to American Security Council Education Foundation on February 19,1976 and to 
American Security Council Foundation on October 2,1980. Then, when the American Security Council 
was merged into the ASCF on June 4, 1997 it changed its name to American Security Council. 

A. Institute for American Strategy 

The Institute for American Strategy (IAS] was organized to 1) manage the annual National Military- 
industrial Conferences where, beginning in 1955, top military, business, education and organization 
leaders came together in Chicago to analyze the growing threat of Communism and propose strategies 
to meet the challenge at all levels, and 2) educate others regarding the facts and proposal presented in 
the Conference. 

Previously, the Conferences had been managed for the Society of Military Engineers (SAME) by its 
Chicago Chapter. SAME had seen the need for bringing the defense establishment, industry, labor and 
education together to 1) articulate and analyze the Communist challenge, and 2 ) offer perceptive 
recommendations for vigorous American action to help the free world. 

The first General Chairman was Major Lenoot R, Lohr, SAME President and President of the Chicago 
Museum of Science and Industry and former Chairman of NBC,

SPACE AND THE COLD WAR 


WR 63-22 


We are nearing the end of the second decade of the cold war* Yet we have seen 
no diminution of the general Communist fervor to achieve the goal of world com¬ 
munism. As to the Soviet leopard, nothing I have seen thus far persuades me 
that it has changed its spots or its own particular goal of world conquest. We 
need go back no further than the most recent "autobahn crisis" in Berlin to demon¬ 
strate that there has been no real change in fundamental Soviet policy following 
the Cuban missile crisis of October, 1962* Even between the supporters and 
the opponents of the limited nuclear test ban treaty, there was no disagreement 
that a deadly communist threat exists. Only the extent of the military risk in 
such a treaty was seriously debated. 

Now we have witnessed the emergence of a new arena of conflict; Space. This 
new dimension has excited the world's imagination and we stand at the threshold 
of almost limitless opportunities to explore the questions of the origin of the 
earth and life upon it. But space also provides a new dimension in military 
strategy. It presents boundless opportunities to the nation which would achieve 
such a dominant military advantage that it could inflict its aggressive aims upon 
free societies.

1. Attached are reproduced copies of a set of German documents 
seized by the U.S. authorities at the end of World War II. The docu¬ 
ments concern Joachim JOESTEN, author of Oswald: As sassin or 
Fall Guy?, Marzani & Munsell Publishers, Inc., 1964. The captured 
documents in this set range in dates from July 1936 to November 1937 
and contain the statement that JOESTEN had been a member of the 
Communist Party of Germany since 1932. You will note that the 
attention of the German security organs was directed at JOESTEN as 
early as 1936. At that time the Communist Party had been outlawed 

in Germany and the German authorities apparently had begun collecting 
information about JOESTEN and his activities. Their investigation 
seems to have culminated in the proposal for revocation of his German 
citizenship. 

2. A two page memorandum, dated 8 November 1937, prepared 
by the Gestapo, included in essence all of the facts provided in the 

other documents in the set. Therefore, we have translated that memoran¬ 
dum and are attaching the translation. 

3. The captured German documents were originally held in 
England by the Department of State and the British authorities and 
have since been microfilmed and returned to the West German Govern¬ 
ment. The microfilmed copies are currently available in Washington, 

D.C. at the National Archives where the materials concerning JOESTEN 
may be viewed by referring to Serial 4918 frames 256482 through 256489* 
The originals are currently available at the West German Government’s 
Bundesarchiev in Koblenz, Germany.

’’The former student, Joachim JOESTEN, is of ethnic German origin* 
and is a German citizen. He was registered** in Berlin when he arrived 
on 4 May 1928 and established here a lending library of books primarily 
of Marxist tendency. According to his membership book which is avail¬ 
able here, he joined the KPD (Communist Party of Germany) on 12 May 1932 
and received membership No. 532315. After he had been a (KPD) member 
for a short period of time, he travelled to Russia where he remained until • 
February 1933. During his absence, the lending library was managed by 
his fiancee, Anna Maschinsky. After his re-entry into Germany, he was 
actively working for the KPD and for this purpose he had placed his 
business headquarters at the disposal of Communist meetings. In order to 
escape arrest, he fled to France in May 1933. Written materials found 
in the course of a search provided evidence that he had attempted to 
establish a connection with the Communist publishers, ’Neue Weltbuehne, 1 
and with the infamous Karl von Ossietski, in order to depict the economic 
and cultural conditions in the USSR in a most flattering manner. 


Here we see the fruition of the Gestapo files' inclusion in this history. In 
1966, when seeking to discredit the author of the first book criticizing the 
Warren Commission's investigation of the JFK assassination, Richard 
Helms consulted the captured Gestapo files at the National Archives. They 
were not a historical curio, they were maintained, indexed and consulted.

The Church League of America received the research files of fellow anti-communists American Business Consultants, Inc, in 1968, at a time when ABC was undergoing financial difficulties as a result of libel lawsuits, During the 
McCarthy era, ABC had been a major force in identifying alleged Communists in entertainment, business, and unions. It was founded in 1947 by former FBI employees. The organization actively monitored individuals and organizations, 
particularly those it suspected were involved with the Communist Party USA. Their weekly publication Counterattack and special report Red Charm els provided readers with information on allegedly subversive individuals and 
organizations. 


Red Channels was perhaps their better known work. 
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Around the 
same time the 
files of Charles 
Fox's Tocsin 
are turned 
over to the 
CLA. It's 
unlikely this 
would bear 
mentioning if 
they were less 
substantial 
than Fox 
implied.

Staff members of the Senate Inter¬ 
nal Security subcommittee and the 
now defunct House Internal Security 
Committee (HISC) also received the 
newsletter, 

Rees still maintains a link with Con¬ 
gress through his wile who is on the 
staff of Rep. Lawrence P. McDonald, 
[D-GaJ. an aroheonservative and mem¬ 
ber of the national council of the 
John Birch Society, 

Alan on McDonald's staff Is Herbert 
Romerstein, a veteran HTSC investi¬ 
gator who Is one of few persons now 
maintaining direct contact with the 
furtive Rees, 

Rees' newsletter, which contains 
numerous reports on rightwing, ami- 
war and leftist organizations, also has 
been sold to several news organs in¬ 
cluding one "maior broadcast net¬ 
work," according to Ro merste in who 
would not elaborate. 

Activists In Washington's leftist com¬ 
munity who have seen samples at Rees' 
newsletter are alarmed at its detailed 
descriptions of internal meetings and 
its sophisticated analysis of leftist 
politics. 

They said this suggests that Informa¬ 
tion Digest is not the product uf a 
single freelance police Informant and 
his wife but Is part of a much larger 
intelligence network involving police 
and'private individuals, 

"ft’$ Just the tip of the iceberg, 1 ' 
said tme veteran movement observer. 
''The material in there reflects a so¬ 
phisticated data collection, system that 
would take a whole bureaucracy to 
run." 

In some editions of Information 
Digest, Rees refers to a "fJIjngyinde*- 
log service" Ho maintains. Ho Also 
provides for recipients a confidential 
telephone number and a Baltimore 
post office box number through which 
he con he contacted 

Leftist activities contended that this 
suggests that he not only gives but 
receives information from police agenc¬ 
ies and that Information Digest Is 
some type of central clearing house 
for a nationwide intelligence exchange 
system. 

Romerstein denied this, saying Ihe 
"radical left is trying to make some¬ 
thing out of nothing." 

He said Reas, a Journalist by train¬ 
ing, relies largely on published mat¬ 
erial-radical newspapers, leaflets and 
other literature—and on exchanging 
in formation wilh fellow journalist's. 


"He may have informants in some 
of the radical organizations" Romer- 
fctein said, "but they're private, not 
government." 

Romcrsteln would not discuss how 
Information Digest Is financed except 
to say that Rees "never made any 
money on it" 

Rees apparently provided the digest 
free to some Law enforcement agencies. 
The CIA acknowledged receiving 
"some (unsolicited copies," according 
to a letter last Feb. 2 to New York 
state legislative Investigators/ 

"We do not know why we were put 
on the mailing list" the letter said," 
M , . . and can only assume a shotgun 
approach was treed in distributing it 
to various federal and stale agencies," 

The FBI said It has no record of 
receiving the newsletter, but William 
F. Haddad, director of the New York 
state legislative oversight office, said 
FBI officials told him they received it 
on an unsolicited basis. 

Haddad said there Is no evidence 
that the publication receives federal 
financial support. 

In the Nov* 19, 1971 edition of In¬ 
formation Digest, Rees made a plea 
for money, noting that It cost $oO in 
supplies and postage for each issue, 
plus "the over increasing overhead of 
maintaining a flLingdisdexing service/ 1 

Of tlie general findings In Haddad 1 ! 
report, Romersten said; "Some are 
right and some are wrong, and I'm not 
go log t o say which is which/’ 

He said, ‘Tm not going to let Had- 
dad clean up his act I'm speaking for 
Rees now, and he doesn't want Haddad 
squirming off the hook." 

Rees now lives in almost total an¬ 
onymity and refuses to talk with re¬ 
porters. 

Last winter, he agreed to meet 
briefly in a mo Lei room here with 
investigators (coking in D-C. police 
intelligence activity, hut he gave them 
little Information* He would not even 
tell them whore he lives, a source said, 
citing fear that his life could be en¬ 
dangered* 

Rees 1 wife, now working ss a re¬ 
searcher In Rep* McDonald's office, 
also refuses to talk to reporters. 

Several members and employees o! 
the National Lawyers Guild, a long 
time leftist legal assistance organiza 
tlon mentioned prominently in In¬ 
formation Digest, ^aid Louise Rees 
worked in the Guild's Washington of¬ 
fice in 1972 and 1973 while Her husband 
was working as a police informsnl, 

"She was terrific, very efficient/' re¬ 
called Sheila O'Donnell, a former Guild 


officer, ""She was kind of an office co¬ 
ordinator , . She put together a 
(Guild} membership Hat complete with 
home addresses and phone numbers 
, * . She maintained and updated our 
donors' list, things like that*" 

In 1971 and 1 912„ Roes and his wile 
lived at IfltA Longfellow St. NW, a 
commune with a floating population In 
a quiet cul-de-sac near Carter Barron 
Amphitheatre. 

John Rees also set up the 'Red 
House Book Store" at 1547 20th St. NW 
near Dupont Circle, The store was 
stocked with radical tracts and under¬ 
ground newspapers hut few books* D.C. 
police funds were used to pay the rent 
far the eight or nine months the store 
existed, 

Sources close to the Investigation of 
D.C. police intelligence activity say 
there Is oo evidence that the locations 
□n Longfellow Street or 29th Street 
were bugged. But police did install a 
listening device at a third location 
used by the Bees couple and recorded 
numerous conversations there, the 
sources said* The sources would not 
identify the location. 

In one bizarre development, Robert 
Merritt, n former FBI informant, told 
The Washington Post that after the 
Red House Book Store was set up. the 
FBI apparently did not know the store 
was a D C* police front and instructed 
him to obtain informal ion about it. 

Tstole mail and some telephone num¬ 


bers from that place and gave them to 
my FBI contact," Merritt said, 

Samples of hundreds of pages of 
information Digest examined by The 
Post indicate that Rees and hte In¬ 
formants penetrated numerous internal 
meetings of both right wing and left- 
wing organizations, gathering pellik-al 
literature and the names, addresses and 
biographical backgrounds of participants. 

Alao included were repeated analy¬ 
ses purporting to show how Communist: 
and other Marxist cadres were inter¬ 
woven with memberships of what os¬ 
tensibly were "peace" and ^'antiwar” 
groups* 

The Feb, 19, 1971 issue of Informa¬ 
tion Digest, for example, displays a 
massive list of supporters of the Na¬ 
tional Fsace Action Coalition (NPAC) t 
an umbrella organization which spon¬ 
sored many demonstrations during the 
antiwar years. 

An analysis of the list, Rees said, 
shows that the "Trotskyist dominated 
NFAC has made significant. .. inroads 
into the groups and constituencies 
usually regarded as the preserve of 
the Moscow - controlled Communist 
Party USA." 

At the other end of the political 
spectrum. Information Digest to mains 
detailed notes an such groups as the 
Ku Klux Ktan, Mlnutemen, Aryan 
Brotherhood and the Posse Coinitatus, 

The March 7, 1875 issue of Informa¬ 
tion Digest reported that each "central 


organization" member of the National 
Socialist Liberation Front, on Ameri¬ 
can Nazi Party spinoff on the 
Coast, was ordered to obtain certain 
equipment Including *45 automatic pis¬ 
tol, 12-gauge shotgun, .308 assault 
rifle, gas mask and bulletproof vest. 
The report did not say what the equip¬ 
ment was intended for, 

D.C. police officials acknowledge re¬ 
ceiving Information Digest during the 
antiwar period but will not say whether 
Rees was an informant fur the depart¬ 
ment, They cite a general policy of 
not disclosing the names of Informants, 
Rees' rote as a salaried informant was 
confirmed by The Post through other 
sources. 

"We were geling it then (during the 
antiwar years)" said Insp. Albert Fer¬ 
guson. former head of the department's 
intelligence division, "but we Weren't 
paying for it * * * We hod a special 
employee (paid Informant) who brought 
It hy * . . I always assumed It was 
his own report/' 

Ferguson said he terminated the In¬ 
formant in 1973 os the antiwar move¬ 
ment cooled and the department 
stopped receiving Information Digest. 

Insp. Robert Zink, current intelli¬ 
gence division chief, aid some 
excerpts from Information Digest may 
have been placed In specific files on 
antiwar groups and individuals. But 
lie said he could not be certain because 
the division, under pressure from the 
D.C. City Council last year, destroyed 
oil Its political files.

After December 1974, Digat was sent to subscribers from 
Post Office Box 13144.

E.M. Hamm, the chief postal inspector in New York City, 
told the Oversight Office: "A now-retired postal in¬ 
spector assisted the Maryland State Police in ebtaininf Psst 
Office Boa 13144.

Rees remained undaunted. In Septem¬ 
ber 1968, according to FBI documents, he 
was undercover in Chicago, covertly tap¬ 
ing lawful political meetings for secret 
testimony he would later give before 
HU AC. Again a HU AC investigator of¬ 
fered the FBI the fruits of Rees's labors. 
Again agents shied away. “We should not 
initiate any interview with this un¬ 
scrupulous, unethical individual concern¬ 
ing his knowledge of the disturbances in 
Chicago," wrote an agent, "as to do so 
would be a waste of time/' 

Yet Rees had found his niche, He'd 
made several cameo appearances before 
HU AC, peddled his information to vari¬ 
ous police departments, and by now, ac¬ 
cording to Rees, Information Digest was 
finding its way onto the desks of Reagan 
gubernatorial aides beset by campus pro¬ 
tests* Frank Danner charged in The Age 
of Surveillance that "Rees used a familiar 
scam: he would hawk information to one 
department (typically a lurid tale of a 
violent plot) and in the course of this 
transaction pick up information that he in 
turn would peddle to a unit in another 
city. In the same way, he enlarged his 
sources for Information Digest ." 

He also found a spouse. John Rees and 
Sheila Louise O'Connor arrived in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., just before the 1971 May 
Day protests and quickly assimilated 
themselves into left circles. 

Rotund, bearded, and longhaired, Rees 
was an articulate pamphleteer who often 
sported an Anglican priest’s collar Sheila, 
big-boned and over six feet tall, was a 
whiz at office work. They came complete 
with then-rare commodities: an IBM 
Selectric and Gestetner mimeograph ma-

Arrangement 

The arrangement in the series is based on the original numbering scheme. Certain files, especially those with many documents, were individually numbered and are labeled "serials." The Baarslag individual files were labeled 
with one number per individual. 


Scope and Contents note 

This series contains research files and records of the Wackenhut Corporation which came into the custody of the Church League of America. They are a mixture of research files, correspondence, and administrative files for 
Wackenhut r s library. Wackenhut's fastidious documentation of the activities of individuals and organizations make these files a strong source for information on players in Communist and left-wing politics in the 1950s-1970s. 

The research files are a mixture of clippings, essays, pamphlets, and other materials organized and frequently marked up by Wackenhut, Many of the research files were originally collected by former Joseph McCarthy aide 
Karl Baarslag and sold or gifted to Wackenhut. While the corporation's primary concern was monitoring the activities of Communist and left-leaning individuals and organizations, they collected materials from anyone engaged 
in the civic dialogue, including right-wing fringe groups, Taken as a whole, the files give insight into the range of activities that these right-wing anti-communists viewed as potential threats to stability in American society, 
The first 27 folders of the series, Subversive Activities, contain materials similar to the rest of the series, with a higher content of correspondence (much of it with Federal intelligence agencies), and research files on 
Vietnam War protests, espionage, and anti-communist efforts in Florida. These folders, and the series more broadly, point to the real and perceived connections between Communism, the anti-war movement, and the broader 
left counterculture of the 1960s, and document the right's evolving definition of "subversion." 

Interspersed with the research files are administrative files for the Wackenhut Corporation's library. Many of these files are correspondence with publications, mostly dating from 1966-1967. Most of the subscriptions were 
obtained using the aliases Carol Ascher and William Jones. Like the research files, the publications reflect the full spectrum of political viewpoints of the period and document the range of actors attempting to shape American 
society during this turbulent period. The publications themselves generally are not included in the files. 


Historica (/Biograph icai Note 

The Wackenhut Corporation was founded in 1954 by three former FBI men, including George R. Wackenhut. By the 1960s, the Coral Gables, Florida-based corporation was the third largest detective agency in the country. 
Wackenhut received numerous government contracts, both state and federal, and counted the Atomic Energy Commission and the National Aeronautics and Space Administration as two of its largest customers. By the 1930s 
much of their business was in administering prison security. 

Trie Wackenhut Corporation actively collected information on individuals, both to run background checks for their clients and as an outgrowth of George Wackenhut's anti-communist views. By 1971 the company had files on 
2.5 million individuals. In response to the passage of the Fair Credit Reporting Act, the company reduced the number to between 225,000 and 250,000 files. In 1975 they gave many of their fifes to the Church League of 
Alriericaif^vtifch was not bound by the disclosure requirements of the law, As a part of its anti-communist security activities, Wackenhut also published a monthly newsletter called The Wackenhut Security Review.

IVfembers of the Baltimore Vice Squad, in cooperation with per¬ 
sonnel from the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company, 
monitored telephone conversations without proper legal authoriza¬ 
tion.

In addition to retaining detective agencies, 
it organized its own network of undercover agents, who infiltrate, make tape 
recordings, take photographs, and steal mailing lists. The better to serve the 
needs of its clientele and especially to lap the most generous source of funding, 
large corporations, it allied itself in 1969 with a newly formed investigative unit, 
National Goals. Inc., an enterprise of John Rees, a countersubversive activist 
whose shadowy career is explored in a later section. 


Sometimes the data went 
straight into police files — 
during the Chicago conven¬ 
tion Mr Rees mingled with 
demonstrators and kept po¬ 
lice apprised of their plans 
Some of the information 
was published in the No¬ 
tional Lawmen s Digest! a 
publication of the Illinois- 
based Church League of 
America, which Mr Rees 
edited in 1969 and 1970. 

Sometimes, Mr. Rees' in¬ 
formation was saved and 
channeled to the U S House 
Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities (HUAC), the 
now-defunct panel that 
tracked the activities of al¬ 
leged domestic subversives 
The “cream, M as Mr Rees 
put it, always wound up in 
Information Digest 


Information Digest collected its information not only by voraciously reading leftist periodicals,, but also 
by physically infiltrating various groups, including several in Chicago. Information Digest repeatedly 
turned up in the files of the Chicago Red Squad and other local and federal intelligence agencies being 
sued for illegal surveillance and disruption. Its specialty is tracing alleged "Communist" infiltration of 
movements for social change. 

John Rees is known to have supplied the Information Digest and information to the Chicago Police 
Department, the FBI, and several other law enforcement agencies. 

He also worked for a time with the Church League of America in Wheaton, Illinois. Information from th 
Church League and a similar group called the American Security Council, has turned up in the Chicago 
Red Squad files. 


In addition to their contract with Rees's National Goals, the Church League begins offering their 
own infiltration-for-hire services.

The arrangement in the series is based on the original numbering scheme. Certain files, especially those with many documents, were individually numbered and are labeled "serials." The Baarslag individual files were labeled 
with one number per individual. 


Scope and Contents note 


This series contains research files and records of the Wackenhut Corporation which came into the custody of the Church League of America. They are a mixture of research files, correspondence, and administrative files for 
Wackenhut's library. Wackenhut's fastidious documentation of the activities of individuals and organizations make these files a strong source for information on players in Communist and left-wing politics in the 1950s-1970s. 


The research files are a mixture of clippings, essays, pamphlets, and other materials organized and frequently marked up by Wackenhut, Many of the research files were originally collected by former Joseph McCarthy aide 
Karl Baarslag and sold or gifted to Wackenhut. While the corporation's primary concern was monitoring the activities of Communist and left-leaning individuals and organizations, they collected materials from anyone engaged 
in the civic dialogue, including right-wing fringe groups. Taken as a whole, the files give insight into the range of activities that these right-wing anti-communists viewed as potential threats to stability in American society, 
The first 27 folders of the series, Subversive Activities, contain materials similar to the rest of the series, with a higher content of correspondence (much of it with Federal intelligence agencies), and research files on 
Vietnam War protests, espionage, and anti-communist efforts in Florida, These folders, and the series more broadly, point to the real and perceived connections between Communism, the anti-war movement, and the broader 
left counterculture of the 1960s, and document the right's evolving definition of "subversion." 


Interspersed with the research files are administrative files for the Wackenhut Corporation's library. Many of these files are correspondence with publications, mostly dating from 1966-1967. Most of the subscriptions were 
obtained using the aliases Carol Ascher and William Jones, Like the research files, the publications reflect the full spectrum of political viewpoints of the period and document the range of actors attempting to shape American 
society during this turbulent period. The publications themselves generally are not included in the files. 


Historica (/Biograph icai Note 


The Wackenhut Corporation was founded in 1954 by three former FBI men, including George R. Wackenhut. By the 1960s, the Coral Gables, Florida-based corporation was the third largest detective agency in the country. 
Wackenhut received numerous government contracts, both state and federal, and counted the Atomic Energy Commission and the National Aeronautics and Space Administration as two of its largest customers. By the 1930s 
much of their business was in administering prison security. 



The Wackenhut Corporation actively collected information on individuals, both to run background checks for their clients and as an outgrowth of George Wackenhut's anti-communist views, By 1971 the company had files on 
2,5 million individuals. In response to the passage of the Fair Credit Reporting Act, the company reduced the number to between 225,000 and 250,000 files. In 1975 they gave many of their files to the Church League of

irica, which was not bound by the disclosure requirements of the law, As a part of its anti-communist security activities, Wackenhut also published a monthly newsletter called The Wackenhut Security Review. 


Given the timing of Wackenhut's actions, the bi-directional relationship with the Church League, and what we have seen of 
their attitude to the law with the Florida contract, we must look with the greatest skepticism on the idea that Wackenhut 
simply destroyed the bulk of its files.

II. American Security Council Foundation 

The American Security Council Foundation (A5CF) was incorporated in Chicago, Illinois as the Institute 
for American Strategy on February 24,1958 and become tax-exempt as an educational institution under 
Section 501 (C) (3} of the Internal Revenue Code. 

It changed its name to American Security Council Education Foundation on February 19,1976 and to 

American Security Council Foundation on October 2 , 1980. Then f when the American Security Council 
was merged into the ASCF on June 4> 1997 it changed Its name to American Security Council. 

A. Institute for American Strategy 

The Institute for American Strategy (IAS) was organized to 1) manage the annual National Military- 
Industrial Conferences where, beginning in 1955, top military, business, education and organization 
leaders came together in Chicago to analyze the growing threat of Communism and propose strategies 
to meet the challenge at all levels, and 2] educate others regarding the facts and proposal presented in 
the Conference. 

Previously, the Conferences had been managed for the Society of Military Engineers {SAME) by its 
Chicago Chapter. SAME had seen the need for bringing the defense establishment, industry, labor and 
education together to 1) articulate and analyze the Communist challenge, and 2) offer perceptive 
recommendations for vigorous American action to help the free world. 

The first General Chairman was Major Lenox R. Lohr, SAME President and President of the Chicago 
Museum of Science and Industry and former Chairman of NBC.

He retired from TRW as vice president, Science & Technology in 1938 and 
continued to serve on the Board of Directors of TRW from 1938 to 1994. Dr. 
Foster was director of Defense Research and Engineering for the Department 
of Defense, serving for eight years (1965-1973) under both Democratic and 
Republican administrations. 

Dr. Foster began his career in the Radio Research Laboratory at Harvard 
University in 1942. He spent 1943 and 1944 as an advisor to the 15th Air Force 
on radar and radar countermeasures in the Mediterranean Theater of 
Operations, and the summers of 1946 and 1947 with the National Research

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Detailed postwar plan 

The Pond laid the groundwork and devised a detailed postwar plan to integrate its activities into the U.S. 
Rubber Co.’s business operations in 93 countries. It is unknown if the plan was ever carried out. The Pond 
also worked with the American Express Co., Remington Rand. Inc. and Chase National Bank, according to 
documents at the National Archives. 

American Express spokeswoman Caithn Lome said a search of company archives revealed no evidence of a 
relationship with Grombach's organization. Representatives of the other companies or their successors did 
not respond to requests for comment. 

The Pond directed its resources for domestic political ends, as well. 

In the 1950s. Grombach began furnishing names to McCarthy on supposed security risks in the U.S. 
intelligence community. By then, the Pond was a CIA contractor, existing as a quasi-private company, and the 
agency’s leadership w'as enraged by Grombach’s actions. It wasn't long before the Pond’s contract was 
terminated and the organization largely ceased to exist. 

The CLA withheld thousands of pages from the National Archives collection of Grombach papers, including 
eight rolls of documents on microfilm; the National Security Agency kept back devices used to send coded 
messages. The CL 4 also declined a Freedom of Information Act request by the AP detailing its relationship to 
the Pond, which the AP has appealed. 

Grombach mote to the Hoover Institution Archives at Stanford University, dated June 10,1977, indicating 

most of his classified papers would go to the American Security Council Foundation, an anti-communist 
group that works on national security policy. Grombach died in 1982. 

Henry . 4 . Fischer, the council’s executive director, said safes at the 683-acre (276-hectare) Longea Estate 
site of the council’s former Freedom Studies Center — were mistakenly removed by contractors hired to 
transfer the contents of its Boston, Virginia, library. He said he had been told by staff of the error when FBI 
agents were called to examine them. "I have no idea what they were going to do with them.” 

FBI historian John Fox said only one safe was removed from the property by the contractors and drilled 
open, its contents turned over to the CLA, which informed the bureau about the discovery in December 2001. 
Fox said the FBI recovered four other safes from the council and took them to Quantieo to be opened. After

John Ree^, who once edited a newsletter for the Church League of America, first published Information 
Digest and then took on the task of editing a newsletter for the ultra conservative Western Goals 
Foundation, then helped create Mid-Atlantic Research Associates, and then the Maldon Foundation. 

(It is unlikely that the aid Soldier of Fortune magazine sent to El Salvador was for refugees.) 

Singlanb also is a board member of Western Goals, a conservative educational group founded by the late Rep. 
Larry McDonald (D-Ga.), and is on the advisory board of Refugee Relief International, an organization that 
has aided Salvadoran refugees that was established by editors of Soldier of Fortune magazine, a journal 
specializing in stories about mercenaries. Singlanb has said he has helped raise funds for Friends of the 
Americas, a Louisiana-based group chaired by Louisiana state Rep. Woody Jenkins, a conservative Democrat. 


In 1979, McDonald embarked on his most ambitious project yet: 
establishing his own foundation, which would in fact serve as a massive 
intelligence clearinghouse. The organization was called Western Goals, 
and it set up shop in a 200-year-old townhouse in Alexandria, Virginia. 







Western Goals' connections to national and local U.S. law enforcement 
and intelligence agencies were close and sometimes disquieting. In the 
1980s, two former Western Goals employees told the Boston Globe that 
the organization's publications were almost exclusively circulated to the 
Drug Enforcement Agency, ATF, FBI, CIA and police departments across 
the country. According to a recently declassified 1985 CIA document, the 
agency's then-director, William Casey, once even recommended a Western 
Goals report about Marxism to a confidant. 

Some of these government organizations actually appeared to launder 
Western Goals' intelligence to launch investigations into individuals or 
groups deemed suspicious. According to contemporary news reports, 
individuals working for local or federal law enforcement would provide 
Western Goals with derogatory—and potentially illegally acquired 
—intelligence information about perceived radicals or groups. Rees, the 
publications director, would then publish this information in a 
journalistic" Western Goals newsletter. McDonald would subsequently 
enter whole passages from this newsletter in writing into the 
Congressional Record, which shielded him from libel. (By law, members 
of Congress are immune from lawsuits targeting statements made in the 
Record.) Western Goals would then cite McDonald's statements in its own 
public reports. It was a clever—and breathtakingly cynical—gambit.

local paper.) It’s very possible many on the german side of Western Goals could not travel to the US for 

legal reasons. 

The most critical part of Western Goals' work was its computer 
database—a gigantic repository of information about allegedly 
communist-aligned individuals and groups in the United States. 

"Congressman McDonald was trying to gather information on subversive 
activities, have it all in one place/' says Buckland, whose work was largely 
on the business side of the foundation. She says there was a staffer at the 
Western Goals office whose sole 30b was to enter information into its 
database—"all day, every day." The organization was relatively open about 
its database—it is featured in Western Goals' annual reports, which I 
found at the Hoover Institution’s archives at Stanford University.
